PITTSBURGH, — (ZP) —Thous­ 
ands of angry soft coal miners are 
refusing to go back to work Mon­ 
day on a three-day w ork week. 
Large groups of diggers in West 
Virginia 
and 
Pennsylvania 
are 
leading the fight to stay home. 
They are among 90,000 
United 
Mine Workers in seven states who 
ignored John L. Lewis* suggestion 
they return to the pits last Mon­ 
day. 
Tension is mounting hourly in 
the coal fields. Miners were open­ 
ly rebellious at meetings in West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania yester­ 
day. Ih e y shouted down leaders 
'who urged they obey Lewis. 
One UMW leader in Pennsylva­ 
nia hurried to his auto after a 
meeting broke up in wild disorder. 
He was surrounded by several of­ 
ficials. More than 2,000 Miners 
milled about. 
The only bright spot in the dark­ 
ening picture came from UMW 
district No. 5 at Pittsburgh. John 
P. Busarello, the district presi­ 
dent, says he’s hopeful most of 
his 27,500 men will be back in the 
pits Monday.

A coal hungry nation is w atch­ 
ing the titanic struggle between 
Lewis and the coal operators who 
are refusing to bow to his de­ 
mands.

The situation has forced ration­ 
ing in some cities. Pittsburgh, the 
coal and steel capital, resorted to 
such measures Wednesday. Chi­ 
cago fell into line. Then Cleve­ 
land declared a coal emergency 
yesterday. The Ohio city’s stock­ 
piles w ere opened to the public. 
President Trum an says no em ­ 
ergency exists. 
The president is being

barded with requests to take ac­ 
tion. If he decides an emcrgccy 
prevails he can

1948 figures was grain, with 12,-

against 9,876,880 net tons a year 
ago. 
Hutchinson called attention to 
the fact that the season’s move­ 
ment, 
although 
surpassed 
by 
seven of the last eight years is 
still considerably higher than any 
year preceding 1941. 
In 1929, for 
example, at the peak of pre-war 
prosperity, the movement totalled 
133.574,441 net tons. 
Thanks to an unusually early 
start in March, the ore movement 
of 69,556.269 gross tons was ade­ 
quate to build a comfortable win­ 
ter stockpile, in spite of the fleet’s 
enforced idleness during the pro­ 
longed work stoppages at mines 
and mills in October and Novem­ 
ber.

New Program For 
Surplus Potatoes 
THE federal government has adopted a 
much more realistic program for the 
redistribution of surplus food purchased 
by the deportment of agriculture under the 
farm price support program, effective Ja n ­ 
uary I this year. 
In accordance with the new program the 
government Tuesday offered to give sur­ 
plus potatoes to needy 
Americans 
and 
needy persons abroad served by American 
operated welfare agencies. Groups eligi­ 
ble for the free potatoes include the feder­ 
al-state school lunch projects, the bureau 
of Indian affairs, public and private do­ 
mestic welfare agencies 
and 
American 
welfare agencies serving needy persons in 
foreign lands. 
Three requirements must be met. First, 
<ihe receiving agency must agree to dis­ 
tribute potatoes only to those it certifies 
as eligible recipients. 
The 
agency 
must 
agree that it will not 
reduce 
its 
total 
spending for food as a result of the potato 
gifts, which seems to be a requirement of 
questionable quality, and finally, the re­ 
ceiving agency must 
pay 
transportation 
costs. 
In contrast to this comparatively sensi­ 
ble program for distribution 
of 
surplus 
loods, the government formerly allocated 
surplus potatoes to farmers for livestock 
food and sold a portion at ridiculously low 
prices to processing plants. The rest was 
destroyed. Most of the surplus spuds were 
of the highest grade, while the commercial 
market was flooded with potatoes of low­ 
er quality.

Senate Passes 
Oleo Tax Repeal 
qnHE long drawn-out battle on federal 
restrictions on the sale of oleomargar­ 
ine is finally ended. The senate passed the 
margarine tax repeal bill Wednesday, 56 
to 16, after beating down efforts by the 
dairy interests to hook on civil rights and 
excise tax cut riders to the m argarine bill. 
The 
bill 
passed by the senate varies 
somewhat from the bill previously approv­ 
ed by the house, necessitating a joint con­ 
ference to reconcile differences. No diffi­ 
culty in reaching on agreement on details 
is anticipated, however, and the presiden­ 
tial approval is a 
foregone 
conclusion. 
President Truman has stated his position 
in favor of margarine tax repeal frequent­ 
ly. 
The way now is cleared for unrestricted 
sale of margarine, colored or white, with­ 
out federal taxes in any state where no 
state enacted restrictions are invoked. The 
federal action has 
only 
comparatively 
minor effect in Michigan at the 
present 
time, however, because Michigan is one of 
the states that prohibits the sale of color­ 
ed margarine. 
The legislature approved a measure to 
repeal state restrictions on the sale of mar­ 
garine in Michigan at the last session but 
the measure has been 
temporarily 
in­ 
validated by petition providing for a refer­ 
endum in the fall election. 
Ohio voters 
acted upon a similar question last 
year, 
emphatically supporting unrestricted sale 
of margarine in that state. It is generally 
believed that Michigan voters will do like­ 
wise, ending a long period of discrimina­ 
tion of a product that has a popular appeal 
among housewives.

Since 
the 
announcement of 
Russia’s 
atomic explosion last September there has 
been no discernible alteration in American 
policy 
iii 
Europe. 
It is as though that 
world-shattering event had never occurred. 
This 
is 
pointed out with great cogency 
and force by Prof. Hans liorgenthau or the 
University of Chicago in the current bul­ 
letin of the atomic scientists. 
He quotes 
from a statement made in parliament two 
years ago by Winston Churchill: 
“I 
will 
only venture now to say that 
there seems to me to be very real danger 
in going on drifting too long. I believe that 
the best chance of preventing a war is to 
bring matters to a head and come to a set­ 
tlement with the Soviet government be- 
forea it is too late. This would imply that 
the western democracies, who should, of 
course, seek unity among themselves at the 
earliest moment, would take the initiative 
in asking the Soviet for a settlement. 
“It is idle to reason or argue with the 
Communists. 
It is, however, possible to 
deal with them on a fair, realistic 
basis, 
and, in my experience they will keep their 
bargains as long as it is in their interest to 
do so, which, in this grave matter, may be 
a long time, once things are settled. . 
Those are words of extraordinary wis­ 
dom. They should, if anything could, jar 
us out of the seeming 
indifference 
and 
complacency with which the present grim 
realities are ignored and the drift allowed 
to continue. This country is in fact prepar­ 
ing neither for peace nor for war. 
NATIONS ARE DIVIDED 
Note that Churchill stresses the need for 
the unity of the western democracies. One 
of the most disastrous consequences of the 
China diversion is to separate the United 
States from the nations in Europe and Asia 
with which we should be 
most 
closely 
aligned. 
There should be no illusions about the 
British policy in recognizing China. That is 
not the Labor government but a national 
policy with the widest possible 
approval. 
This was made abundantly clear in the se­ 
ries of editorials that appeared simultane­ 
ously in a number of British newspapers 
ranging 
from 
Conservative 
to 
Liberal. 
Those editorials pointed out the grave dan­ 
ger in the United States and Britain fol­ 
lowing opposite and even hostile lines of 
policy with respect to China.

ner. 
Actually, these grand juries cannot clean 
up gambling, which comes under local law 
enforcement agencies but they can crack 
down on narcotics, 
income-tax 
evasions 
and illegal immigration, which go hand in 
hand with gambling. In fact, Frankie Cos­ 
tello, an Italian immigrant, could be de­ 
ported to Italy tomorrow if the justice de­ 
partment wanted to. 
UNDERMINING LAW ENFORCEMENT 
The important thing about the gambling 
rackets, whether they be in Miami, Kansas 
City, or Fresno, Cal., is the manner 
in 
w hich they undermine law enforcement. 
Most people probably see nothing wrong 
w ith a $2 bet or with slot machines in a 
beer tavern. But along with the $2 bet and 
the slot machines go pay-offs to the police. 
These pay-offs may be only $30 a week. 
But when a cop will take $30 a week to 
protect a gambling joint, he will also take 
$1,000 to fix a murder case. Once the pat­ 
tern of a dishonest police force 
is 
fixed 
there is no boundary line where it can be 
stopped. 
Today 
in 
Kansas City only two of 13 
gangland murders ’ 
o been solv' 
by the 
police in the last two years. And as a re­ 
sult of the current 
justice 
department 
probe in Kansash City, one witness before 
te grand jury, Daniel W. Robinson, was 
murdered recently. Another witness, Sam 
Butler, after being badgered by the gang, 
committed suicide. 
The 
invasion of Costelloism Is always 
slow , almost imperceptible. At first it can 
scarcely be detected. 
Nearly always it gets a foot in the door 
through heavy political contributions to a 
candidate for public office.

W ilson Boy Tours 


Menominee County 
Wilson, Mich.— When 
a 
polio 
epidemic hit 
N orth 
Menominee 
county during the last school year, 
Ernest DePas, 17, of Wilson, suf­ 
fered one of th e most severe a t­ 
tacks, but today he is back a t­ 
tending classes in Pow ers-Spald- 
ing high school in a wheelchair. 
Ernie w as afflicted on 
Oct. 23, 
1948, and he spent 10y2 months in 
St. L uke’s hospital in M arquette. 
He returned to school this fall, re­ 
entering as a freshm an after miss­ 
ing a year of school. 
Ernie figures he’ll do all right 
this year, despite the fact that he 
has not recovered the full use of 
his legs. He gets around in a col­ 
lapsible w heelchair furnished 
by 
the Meonminee chapter of the Na­ 
tional Foundation for 
Infantile 
Paralysis. 
Three buddies, John Walechka, 
Elmer Schw ark and Edward Wery, 
who w ere classmates of 
Ernie’s 
last year, but w ho are now sopho­ 
mores, give 
him 
a 
lift 
during 
school hours. T hey 
carry 
him 
w here his w heelchair w on’t take 
him and they see that he gets on 
the bus at night. His father, Ignes, 
a Wilson farm er, Is also the school 
bus driver and he sees that Ernie 
gets started to school in the m orn­ 
ing. Ernie’s m other, Gladys, is a 
fifth grade teacher in Spalding. 
“ I use tw o chairs,” Ernie said, 
“one th at I leave in school—the 
collapsible one wtiich is also used 
on trips— and one I have at home. 
I get around fine, bu t my legs are 
still too wobbly to stand on. My 
arms and legs cam e back fine and 
I can now use all of m y fingers 
but the thum b on m y right hand 
is still a little stiff. I still 
take 
periodic trips 
to 
St. Lukes for 
check-up and treatm ent.’ 
“I can’t say 
enough 
for 
the 
March of Dimes,’ Ernie said. “The 
county polio chapter bought this 
wheelchair for me.’ 
Five 
Pow ers-Spalding 
school 
students were afflicted during the 
enidemic a year ago and all are 
now fully recovered except DePas. 
The others included 
Betty Belle- 
fuiel, who finished her schooling 
’n St. L uke’s and graduated with 
,-°r hich school class last June: 
Boger Miller, fifth grader: 
Bob 


Hoppe, sixth grader; and Joseph 
Nowack, 
another 
fifth 
grader. 
There w ere also polio victims in 
Nadeau, Hermansville and Harris. 
Supt. William Sharon of Spald­ 
ing 
schools m ade 
arrangem ents 
last year for classes to visit the 
polio victims in St. Luke’s hospi­ 
tal and frequent trips were m ade 
in school buses so the classmates 
of th e polio victims could 
visit 
w ith them in the hospital. On each 
trip teachers would 
take 
more 
school w ork to the pupils and in 
this way most of them finished 
their year’s schooling. 
Today th e 1950 March of Dimes 
is in full swing 
in 
Menominee 
county, and Ernest DePas is taking 
an active part in the 
campaign 
w ith visits to Menominee county 
communities arranged 
by 
Supt. 
Sharon and Mrs. Kenneth Leitzke, 
county chairman.

way Department. I have felt, how ­ 
ever, that for a newspaper to hold 
the confidence of its readers it 
must maintain a policy of stick­ 
ing to facts. In this editorial you 
reach conclusions from false prom ­ 
ises and you attribute statem ents 
to m e which I did not make. 
If you wish to be fair to me 
and honest with your readers, you 
will publish this letter in full. 
I have the following comm ents 
to m ake in connection w ith your 
editorial referred to above: 
I. In regard to the use of the 
causeway constructed prior to my 
administration, I might ask you 
who are these competent engineers 
who have 
demonstrated 
that a 
dock 
can be placed out at the 
end of this causeway and used for 
ferry service, as stated in your 
\ editorial? No such dock has been 
buiU by other “competent engin­ 
eers” as yet, nor will 
your 
so­ 
called “competent engineers” ever 
recommend the expenditure of the 
necessary fundi to build such 
a 
dock under the conditions at the 
Straits for either “fair 
w eather” 
use or all year around use. When 
a study is made by your “com­ 
petent engineers” they w ill find 
that such a dock would be just 
a further waste of the taxpayers’ 
m oney. 
Certainly, I have heard of and 
know about breakwaters, but fhese 
would be extremely 
costly 
and 
impractical in this absolutely e x ­ 
posed situation and the weather 
conditions 
encountered 
at 
the 
Straits. 
Captain L. A. Baier, head of the 
M arine Engineering 
D epartm ent 
of the University of Michigan, and 
a nationally known and respected 
marine engineer, who has been in 
com m and of ships under his own 
m aster’s license, after a 
careful 
analysis of the situation, and after 
the G overnor’s unsound and u n­ 
supported public statem ent that he 
would build a “fair w eath er” dock 
at the end of the 
causeway 
for 
state fefry use, said: quote, 
“ I. I see no practical manner in 
which this causeway can be in­ 
corporated into a ferry landing. 
(a) The site is vulnerable to 
wind, sea, ice and currents. 
(b ) The use as an alternate as 
a fair weather port means duplica­ 
tion of sarvice and equipm ent and 
traffic confusion when 
a sudden 
dacision by the ferry master trans­ 
fer* docking to a more protected 
pier. (I might 
explain 
this by 
saying that under federal marine 
law* a captain is held responsible 
for the safety of his ship, as w ell 
as any passengers or cargo aboard, 
and when the captain decides that 
because of ice, 
wind, 
or 
other 
weather conditions, it would 
be 
unsaft to land at a dock at the 
causeway his decision to dock at 
S t Ignace is final.) 
(c) Limited use and nacessity of 
continuous 
dredging 
does 
not 
justify the dock at the causeway 
because ot the large investm ent 
for only temporary availability. 
(d ) Provision of 
suitable 
ap­ 
proaches and parking space 
for 
causeway use requires further ex ­ 
cessive costs. 
(e) Any saving of tim e due to 
the shorter run is of little practical 
value due to the 
relative 
abort 
period during which the site could 
be used. (The actual 
saving 
in 
both operation time of boat land­ 
ing at the causeway and one land­ 
ing at an old furnace site dock in 
St. Ignace would be about tw elve 
m inutes minimum per trip.) 
(f) Should 
the 
ferry be 
ap­ 
proaching this site and find it u n­ 
safe to dock, a return to the pro­ 
tected site, (at St. Ignace) would 
require a course outside the G ra­ 
ham Shoal involving considerable 
delay. 
(g) The only way I can perceive 
to salvage some future use of this 
causeway site is to build a small 
“L “ 
breakw ater 
to the eastern 
side and convert the causeway j 
to use as a refuge h arbor for 
small vessels.” unquote. 
A complete analysis of a new 
dock site on the Upper Peninsula . 
Urie was made more than tw enty I 
yaars age under F rank F. Rogers, 
h e n State Highway Com m ission- j 
er, *nd again checked carefully j 
under Grover C. Dillman. State i 
Highway Commissioner. Because 
it was the most satisfactory dock 
site that could be found, and be­ 
cause it was as fully-protected 
from all sides, as any possible lo­ 
cation, a dock site was chosen at 
what is known locally as the old 
furnace site. It was even then 
recognized that w hen traffic d e­ 
manded the use of larger boats 
that a new dock would be built on 
the Upper Peninsula side.

If you are losing a million dol­ 
lars a year now, you could just 
about pay the interest on a $50 
million bridge at 2%. If the state 
can get federal aid (which merely 
tne I means the return of some of our 
own m oney), 
maybe 
this 
loss 
would pay the interest on 
say 
$25 million at 4% . . . or leave a 
half million for upkeep and still 
pay 2%. With a bridge authority 
and revenue bonds you’d have a 
stop-loss for the state. If you are 
going to lose 
$10 
million 
(or 
more) in the next IO years, aren’t 
the taxpayers actually paying for 
a temporary bridge 
which 
will 
NEVER become permanent? 
Now as to the m ilitary value: 
You say m ilitary authorities were 
satisfied 
with 
w hat 
happened 
during the war. Also “that army 
engineers have never once sug­ 
gested to congress that it is nee-, 
essary for a bridge to 
be 
built 
across the Straits nor has this de­ 
partm ent been approached by the 
U. S. Military with regard to such 
a structure.” 
You say you have 
confidence in their ability. Are 
these the 
same 
engineers 
who 
prepared the defense 
of 
Pearl 
Harbor? Did they also foresee the 
needs of Alaska and take respon­ 
sibility for the Aleutian defenses?

long Forgotten 
Murder Recalled 


Murderer Had Served 
Time Since 1904 
The recent death at the 
Ionia 
prison of an aged inmate, and rou­ 
tine estate matters sent this week 
to the county clerk’s office here 
for adjustment, brought to light 
an all but forgotten murder sensa­ 
tion of almost a half century ago. 
The name of the 
inmate 
was 
Daniel Strickland, alias 
Daniel 
Bunklsy, who shortly before the 
tragedy had come from Canada, 
and who was sent to prison 
for 
life for the murder, 
on 
July 6, 
iG04, of Mrs. Pearl Stanaway. He 
nau been serving sentence up to 
inc time or his u^ain a k w nays 
ago. lie was thirty years Ola at 
me time of 
his 
imprisonment, 
wnicn means tnut he was <u years 
cia at tile tune of his neath. 
Umammal- wan me name or 
the case and iinuing no one ai 
i.ana to enlighten hun, G. Leslie 
Louschor, county cleric sougnt tne 
ides on the case ana brougnt to 
ngnt a grim story, empnasued by 
I a wicKca looking rusor wrapped 
up witn a voluminous record of 
me case written in longnand on 
loo.scap paper. 
Summcu up in a few words, this 
man Strickland 
was 
infatuated 
iii til the woman but was also so 
provoked 
with 
her 
excessive 
urinking that he slashed her throat 
with the razor. 
The m urder occured at the Hia­ 
watha hotel, not far from the Soo 
Line depot, the 
day 
after 
the 
couple, the victim’s mother and 
lier buoy arrived in the city from 
Sault Ste. Marie. It had been the 
intention of the women folks to 
open up a restaurant here 
and 
Strickland, who was keeping com­ 
pany with the woman he murder­ 
ed, accompanied them hoping to 
obtain work in one of 
the 
saw 
mills which were flourishing here 
at that time. The murder occurred 
early 
in 
the 
afternoon, 
after 
Strickland who didn’t approve of 
intemperance on the part of the 
woman, had had several 
drinks 
himself. 
The coroner’s jury investigating 
the case, heard testimony 
from 
William LnDuc, undersheriff; Dr. 
Frank Raine, who was called to 
tho scene when the murder 
was 
discovered; 
Charles 
Davidson, 
Strickland’s drinking companion; 
and Andrew P. Eckstrom, chief of 
police, to whom the murderer had 
surrendered. 
W. F. Kefauver was coroner at 
the time and serving on the cor­ 
oner’s jury were Axel Eckstrom, 
Ed H. Jewell, John Costello, jr., 
John E. Fcrnin, Jacob Held 
and 
Corwin Adkins. 
Strickland later, 
changed 
his 
plea to not guilty and was tried 
in the September term of circuit 
court. V. I. Ilickson, county prose­ 
cutor, had charge of the case. Con­ 
viction and imprisonment follow­ 
ed.

Johnson Wants 


To Keep Draft 


WASHINGTON, — (JP)—Defense 
Secretary Johnson asserted today 
that the draft act was “one of the 
decisive factors in stopping the 
spread of Communism in Europe.” 
Pleading for extension of the 
law now due to expire next June, 
Johnson told the House Armed 
Services committee: 
“Termination of selective ser­ 
vice could well 
be 
interpreted 
abroad as an indication that this 
country does not consider the in­ 
ternational situation as serious as 
previous arguments in favor of 
the foreign military aid program 
and the North Atlantic pact indi­ 
cated,” 
Presenting arguments from the 
purely American military view­ 
point, Johnson said that: 
1. Continued existence of a draft 
law “would be a precious savings 
in time if an emergency should re­ 
quire the return to inductions.” 
2. “From a short range point 
of view xx x x selective service 
is required as a guarantee against 
the strength of the armed forces 
falling dangerously 
below 
that 
needed to maintain an adequate 
military posture.” 
3. Extension of the law would 
“materially assist 
the 
mainten­ 
ance of strong reserve forces.” 
The present law provides defer­ 
ment from induction if potential 
draftees join civil reserve units.
